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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9 are pending in the application. 

Priority 

1 . If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 
1 19(e), a specific reference to the prior-filed application in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .78(a) must be included in the first sentence(s) of the specification following the title or 
in an application data sheet. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the 
reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in- 
part) of the applications. 

If the instant application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 
1 11 (a) on or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference must be submitted during 
the pendency of the application and within the later of four months from the actual filing 
date of the application or sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application. If 
the application is a utility or plant application which entered the national stage from an

The petition must be accompanied by (1) the reference required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 20 or 1 1 9(e) and 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(2) or (a)(5) to the prior application (unless 
previously submitted), (2) a surcharge under 37 CFR 1.1 7(t), and (3) a statement that 
the entire delay between the date the claim was due under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(2) or (a)(5) 
and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The Director may require additional 
information where there is a question wheiher the delay was unintentional.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. It is the Wands factors, which are used to evaluate the 
enablement question. In re Wands, 8 USPQ2d 1400 (Fed. Cir. 1988); Ex parte Forman, 
230 USPQ 546. The factors include: 1 ) The nature of the invention, 2) the state of the 
prior art, 3) the predictability or lack thereof in the art, 4) the amount of direction or 
guidance present, 5) the presence or absence of working examples, 6) the breadth of 
the claims, and 7) the quantity of experimentation needed. 

The nature of the invention in the instant case has claims, which embrace 
imidazol[1 ,2-d]dipyrdo[2,3-b:3\2'-f][1 ,4]diazepine compounds. The scope of "prodrug" 
is not adequately enabled. Applicants provide no guidance as how the compounds are 
made more active in vivo. The choice of a "prodrug" will vary from drug to drug. 
Therefore, more than minimal routine experimentation would be required to determine 
which prodrug will be suitable for the instant invention. 

The instant compounds of formula (I) wherein the prodrugs are not described in 
the disclosure in such a way the one of ordinary skill in the art would no how to prepare 
the various compounds suggested by claims 1-17. In view of the lack of direction 
provided in the specification regarding starting materials, the lack of working examples, 
and the general unpredictability of chemical reactions, it would take an undue amount of 
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experimentation for one skilled in the art to make the claimed compounds and therefore 
practice the invention. 

3. Claims 8-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The scope of the method claims are not adequately 
enabled solely based on the non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibition provided in 
the specification. Instant claim language embraces disorders not only for treatment but 
also for prevention, which is not remotely enabled. It is presumed in the prevention of 
the diseases and/or disorders claimed herein there is a way of identifying those people 
who may develop HIV and/or AIDS. There is no evidence of record, which would 
enable the skilled artisan in the identification of the people who have the potential of 
becoming afflicted with the disorders claimed herein. 

Where the utility is unusual or difficult to treat or speculative, the examiner has 
authority to require evidence that tests relied upon are reasonably predictive of in vivo 
efficacy by those skilled in the art. See In re Ruskin, 148 USPQ 221 , Ex parte 
Jovanovics, 21 1 USPQ 907, MPEP 2164.05(a). 

Patent Protection is granted in return for an enabling disclosure of an invention, 
not for vague intimations of general ideas that may or may not be workable. Tossing 
out the mere germ of an idea does not constitute enabling disclosure. Genentech Inc. 
v. Novo Nordisk42 USPQZd 1001. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 8-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The following reasons apply: 

a) Claim 1 and 8-16 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is 
meant by the definition of W where the second formula on page 45 contains a 
lower case z, which is not defined within the claim. 

b) Claims 8 and 10 provide for the use of a compound of formula 1 , but, 
since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is 
unclear what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is 
indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps 
delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

c) Claim 1 1 is substantial duplicate of claim 9, as the only difference is a 
statement of intended use, which is not given material weight. Note In re 
Tuominen 213 USPQ 89. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation 
of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
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definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd: v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966).
